DETROIT, Mich., March 26.— The agreement

reached between John L. Lewis’ auto union representa- 
tive, Governor Murphy and Walter P. Chrysler on the 
evacuation of the plants was made solely on the condi- 
tion that the plants remain inoperative during further 
negotiations. The guarantee that no dies or machinery 
be removed or that none enter plants except executives 


or technical workers and that negotiations be continued 


until the question of collective bargaining be settled serve 
the main aims of the sit-down strike which were that the 
rights of unionization be recognized, that no strikebreak- 
ing take place and that no jobs be sacrificed. 

The workers quit the plants not in response to the 
autocratic injunctions of the courts but voluntarily when 
assurances were given that their demands would be con- 
sidered.

The situation is different from the General Motors 
strike. The union is far better organized and represents 
95 per cent of the membership. The works council rep- 
resentatives have given way to the legitimate union of 
the workers.

The workers are becoming both economically and 
politically conscious, and have added strength to rein- 
force their position. 

Undoubtedly there is present the danger that Chrys-

The first person I interviewed was 
a very religious woman. 

“What do you think caused the 
Italians to desert in Spain to the 
Government?” I asked. 

“Well, I don’t know, but I think 
they haven't got their heart in the 
war and don’t want to fight,” she 
answered me. 

“Do you think that Italian soldiers 
should be sent to Spain to fight?” 
11 asked her. 


“SPAIN ISN’T ETHIOPIA” 


“No, they don't belong in Spain. 
Too many people already have died. 
Why doesn’t Mussolini send his 
sons? Spain isn’t Ethiopia,” she 
said. 

Then she began to tell about a 
letter she had received from Italy. 
How her relatives are starving and 
all her nephews are under arms. 
“One 16, the other about 22. I 
don't know why there should be 
war. God help us all if a new world 
war starts.” 

Then I went into a barber shop 
on Court St. I asked the journey- 
man barber what his opinion was 
of the Spanish War and of the 
Italians. 

“Well I don't know, it looks like 
a tough thing to say. There is 80 
much confusion, it's hard to tell. 
But it looks to me like a world war 
in the The defeat the 
Italians got serves them right. What 
the hell are they doing in Spain? 
I thought all the while they were 
volunteers. Now I see Mussolini 
admits that they were sent there 
by him. I hope nothing more hap- 
pens. I am afraid of England be- 
cause I've got my family in Italy.” 


DOESN'T BLAME DESERTERS 


I asked whether he had heard 
of the Italian soldiers who had de- 
serted to the Loyalists. 

“No, I read the Italian papers. I 
haven't heard of any, but I think 
they were made prisoners because 
they were demoralized by the more 
determined government forces. They 
are good fighters, those Spaniards.” 

“What do you think about the 
Italian soldiers who said they would 
rather be prisoners in Spain than 
at Liberty in Italy,” I asked. 

“I don’t blame him,” was his an- 
swer. “I receive letters from Italy. 
People are starving. I suppose they 
figure they will get three square 
meals a day, and besides who the 
hell wants to be killed?”

a Will they do any better from now on? 
Wil they begin to get busy in the other 
racketeering messes in the unions? 

3. Reactionaries will make a serious 
attempt to use this case for the smashing 
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of unionism. That requires immediate 
courtter-action on the part of the labor 
movement, 

At the present moment, there are two 
bills in Albany, designed to hamper and to 
destroy the labor organizations. They are 
both authored by Assemblyman James 
Wadsworth, Jr., Republican representative 
of the American Liberty League gang. As- 
sembly Bill No. 346 puts the union member- 
ship at the mercy of the Chambers of Com- 
merce and the Manufacturers’ Associations. 
Assembly Bill No. 1860 prohibits all forms 
of militant activity on the part of the unions. 

These bills are hatched by those very Big 
Business forces which have bred labor rack- 
eteering. They are designed, under cover of 
fighting racketeering, to kill the militant 
labor movement now being formed by the 
Committee for Industrial Organization. 

Reports in the capitalist press that these 
bills are killed are not true. These bills are 
very much alive. They will be passed by the 
Legislature—unless the wave of protest 
against them is strong and thunderous. 

4. Last but not least: Progressives in 
the trade unions have an added obligation 
put upon them to speed the cleaning out 
of the racketeers from unions. 

They will meet the obstacle of Green’s 
condoning of these racketeers. They will 
be greeted with the covert or open threats 
of the racketeering ring. They can beat 
these down by their determination that the 
New York labor movement shall be clean.

Gas for Children 
In Boss Hague's Town 


Anything can be expected under the 
malevolent reign of Mayor Frank Hague of 
Jersey City. 

Custodian William Wright of the Na- 
tional Guard Armory seems to have caught 
on to the spirit of terrorism of the Jersey 
Czar. 

It was cold, wet and windy on Thursday 
night when a group of kids ran into the 
armory doorway for shelter. 

Custodian William Wright, influenced 
perhaps by the treatment accorded to chil- 
dren by certain legislators who voted down 
the Child Labor Constitutional Amendment, 
thought he would give the kids some more 
of the same treatment, 

He rushed into the armory, grabbed hold 
of a can of gas used for poison gas practice 
by the National Guard, and let the children 
have it. 

Choking, blinded, with eyes streaming 
and bloodshot, the children staggered away 
and had to be rushed to a hospital for treat- 
ment. 

What is there to prevent men like Wil- 
liam Wright from firing dangerous acrid gas 
fumes at little children seeking shelter from 
the rain? Terrorism is the official policy of 
Mayor Frank Hague’s administration. The 
callousness with which New York and other 
legislators have treated children’s rights is 
certainly enough to inspire such treatment 
as was accorded the Jersey kids by Custodian 
Wright. 

While pickets are arrested on sight in 
Jersey City, William Wright will go right 
on squirting gas at children, sure that Boss 
Hague’s police will give him full protection. 
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Italian Anger Mounts 


Against Mussolini 
The news from Italy is about as amazing 
and revealing as the sensational reports from 
the Guadalajara and Cordoba front in Spain. 

From both sources, the evidence is in- 
disputable: There is a rising sentiment of 
mutiny against Italian Fascism and all its 
terrible works. 

The Associated Press, in a cable dispatch 
from Valencia, brought the news to the 
world that Italian Fascist officers are shoot- 
ing their own soldiers in the back, because 
the Italian workers and peasants in uniform 
have refused to act as the tools of the Span- 
ish Fascist General Franco. 

The news from Spain to the New York 
Herald Tribune, by John T. Whitaker, who 
more than once has exhibited sympathies for 
Fascism, is the most sensational to come out 
of Fascist Italy for many a moon. 

Mr. Whitaker cabled that the Italian peo- 
ple flatly repudiated Mussolini’s speech of 
revenge against the defeat by the People’s 
Army of Spain to the Fascist legions at 
Guadalajara. 

Though the Italian Fascist press has not 
published news of the latest Spanish events, 
the Italian people have learned all about 
them and resent’ Mussolini’s boast that he 
will send more Italian to die on a for- 
eign soil to erect a dictatorship on the backs 
of another people. 

Mutiny, Mr. Whitaker makes it clear, is 
threatening Mussolini not only in the armies 


he sent to Spain but from the Italian people 


who have apparently had their fill of the 
Ethiopian massacre and the Fascist bluster- 
ings of Mussolini.

A prisoner greets 
him by saying, “Why did you leave the other ship? If that was pur- 
gatory, this is hell.” The doctor was a Hessian, a brute who came 
for ten minutes each day, and beat the prisoners with his cane, “killed 
at least as many as he cured.” Once he drew his pistol and cursed the 
prisoners, saying if he were king he'd kill them all. Each day, the 
prisoners buried the corpses of their brothers in shallow graves on 
the sandy shore. 

Freneau, young, romantic, of a prosperous family, had rushed into 
the revolution with all the thoughtless ardor of a gallant youngster. 
But this prison-ship horror sobered him, and he, whose fathers had 
been persecuted by one king and who himself had felt the cruelty of 
another, became the chief satirist and poet of the American Revolution. 

What is more, he never deserted or betrayed the true revolution, 
as did Alexander Hamilton and his clique of cheap aristocrats, swindlers 
of the veterans, land-grabbers and the like. Freneau was always with 
the democratic party and became Jefferson’: most trusted publicist. 

It was just as unpopular, among the upper classes of that day, to 


side with the people, as it is today on Park Avenue and Palm Beach. 


Freneau, Jefferson and their fellow-leaders, democrats all, were con- 
sidered traitors to their own class. 
But Freneau's pen was prolific in the cause; he feared not a bluster- 


ing aristocrat among them. His greatest talent lay in satire; he wrote 
some of the most virulent, disembowelling attacks on the upper class 


I have ever read.
